Sublime in his ignoivjnce he made a pot and defieived and 
niisle(^many trusting people with his H igh ■‘■rash 1 and Hign Trash 2, both of Jfwlch are in 
their most important allegations disproven by the. officially established fact . I emphasize 
tlio word becaued the Warren report is also a theory from the other side. What Harry says 
he cannot understand in the records I published in facsimile is what destroys theories 
and those took and enhanced from otliers, ^e understands simply English and he also can 
see through the doctors' semantics, which 1. underscored.
